St. John, N.B., Oct, 16--New Brunswick has thirteen members in the par- 
liament of Canada. In the last House eight of these were Liberals and five 
were Conservatives. ‘The old members are all secking re-election, and there 
is much speculation as to the probab): outeome of the battle of ballots on the 
26th instant. Some of the candidates mamed in opposition to the men who 
sat in the last House are strong men, who have the support of influential 
interests. Others have been nominated merely to make a fight. Elections are 
uncertain things. and generally iurnish some surprises, It may be that there 
will be some of these in the New Brunswick constituencies. Still it is 
doubtful if there could be found any gambler willing to risk much that any 
one of the old members will be detwated, At the present moment they 
seem to have the best chances of success, and it is doubtful if election night 
éees any change in New Brunswick's representation in the parliament of 
Canada, 

There is something of an element of uncertainty in the elections in New

WHAT DOES BORDEN THINK OF THIS? 


(Montreal Star, Conservative.) 


“It ie useless for Mr. Borden to go ahead with his denunciations of

commission With a view—appaérently-—to getting some material with which 
to reply (o Premier Roblin.

The Swan River story, a6 the 
Globe reminds us, was about the purchase from the Canadian Northern 
railway of some-ten thousand acres of land in the Swan River country for 
Premier Roblin and another by a Winnip®g lawyer. Subsequetly Mr, Roblin 
bought out the other man and was the sole owner, But these lands, were 
purchased by and held in the name of the Winnipeg lawyer, Mr, H. W 
Whitla, Mr. Rablin apparentiy did not want to appear in the matter at all; 
and this ia not surprising when it is remembered how constantly the Can- 
adian Northern people were before Mr. Roblin’s government and legislature 


for favors. 

“But there is another part of the story which should be of even more 
interest to Mr. Borden than the seeret negotiations of Premier Roblin=-though 
that gentlernun was recently his ally on the platform and did not hesitate 
to use language before a Brockville audience which must have largely neu- 
tralized any effect his previous utterances had had, This other part of the 
story introduces the figure of Mr. Foster.

It further 
adds that the records show that a cheque of the Union Trust company was 
paid shortly after to Hon, George E.Foster for $2,480 whieh would be exactly 
twenty-five cents an vere ior the amount of land purehased, Bo here we 
have the manager of the Trust company, which purchased the land, accept- 
ing a commission to make the purchase. 

“Now what does Mr. Borden think of that transaction? The manager of 
a Trust company é¢hould sirely think only of the interests of his company, 
and of the safety of the “trust fands” which it handles, when he negotiates 
a purchase on its behalf. He is bound to get the best bargain he ean for the 
men who trust him, and who pay him presumably an adequate salary to look 
after their business. In {ils cage, he wade really acting for the Feresters 
and the funds he was investing were largely maneys upon which the wives 
and children of the Foresters were depending for their security from want 
if their natural protector should be taken from them

earn that commission? Why was it paid him? If he would have selected 
these western lands as the best possible place for the investment cf his 
‘trust funds’ in any event, who was fool enough to give him $2,480 for doing 
what he would have done in any case? And if he would not have invested 
these funds there otherwise, but was induced to do so by an offer of a per- 
sonal commission, how does Mr. Borden regard this treatment of a sacred 
trust? These are the questions for Mr. Bordem to consider; for the impres- 
sion existe that, in the event of his winging the elections, he prepeses to 
make Mr. Foster Finance Minister of the Dominion of Canada. 

“As finance minister, Mr. Foster would occupy a position of trust of far 
greater importance than he held as manager o: the Union Trust company 
Now Mr, Foster argues that lis conduct in the latter position was entirely 
proper. He has not told us that he erred when Le aceepted thease eommis- 
eions, and when he profited personally by the speculative investment of his 
‘wrust funds’ in the Fowler-Lefurgey enterprise. It is not only legi te 
therefore but no more than prudent tr ‘nauire whether he intends to ly 
these same princivles to the handling-of the Dominion finances, Will he 
take a versonal commission for floating a federal loan, for exainle if he 
will not, why will he refrain from doing what he did in thie other case; and 
for which he has not asked public forgiveness?”

The American's Article. 


The campanion piece to the Rogers’ 
“interview” and the speech of Mr. 
Colin H. Campbell at Selkirk is the 
article in the New York American, us 
follows :— 


“Word has reached Wall street that 
the London board of the Grand Trunk 
railway of Canada is trying to get 
out of the Grand Trunk Pacific Trans- 
continental railway project. It has 
been discovered, it is alleged, that this 
ecean to écean railway will cost $310,- 
000,000, of which the Grand Tronk 
must supply $40,000,000 and equipment 
ior the whole system, which must be 
$20,000,000, and may reach $60,000,000. 
The Grand Trunk’s share of the fixed 
charges cannot be less than $2,500,000 
a year, and the government's share 
will be at four per cent., $10,800,000 a 
year. Only the prairie section of this 
transcontinental lina can possibly earn 
operating expenses, and that is only 800 
miles long. 

“Two thousand eight hundred miles 
are through mountain and forest and 
jock and river and torrent and wilder- 
ness. In the prairie section the Grand 
Trunk Pacific is hemmed in north and 
south, east and west by older railways, 
and it will have difficulty securing traf- 
fic enough to pay operating expenses, 
but over all the other 2,800 miles of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific there will be noth- 
ing but deficita for fifty years. The 
French used to cal] poor Marie Antion- 
ette in the days of her splendid extrava- 
gance, ‘Madame Deficit,’ and French- 
Canadians will now learn to call this 
new railway ‘Laurier Deficit.’ 

“Canada has now one Government 
railway on its hands, and that has be- 
come notorious for its deficits, This 
is the Intercolonial operating from 
Montyeal to and through the Maritime 
Provinces. This Intercolonial Railway 
has ‘alpeady cost the Dominion in capital 
and interest, reckoning interest at 3 per 
cent., $52,744,087. During the last nine 
Years of unprecedented prosperity for 
Canada, and the whole world, the Inter. 
colonial Railway piled up deficits of $2,- 
125,50. Being g Government railway 
it pays no taxes, and had it had to pay 
taxes its deficits would have been §$4,- 
50,000.. The new Transcontinental par- 
ailels the Intercolpnial Railway for 400 
miles but it will parallel it and surpass 
it for generations in the extent and 
magnitude of its deficits. The Grand 
Trunk’s investment in this most extra- 
ordinary project will, of course, be a 
dead loss, and can bring no return for 
half a century, The London Grand 
Trunk beard should have seen this at 
first, but they see it now, and the 
scheme has been stacked to induce the 
Canadian government to assume all the 
obligations the Grand Trunk has al- 
ready contracted. These obligations al- 
ready amount to $1,500,000 a year. If the 
Canadian government takes over these 
obligations the old ‘Grand Trunk will es- 
cape receivership, but if not, Grand 
Trunk affairs are in a bad way.

Ottawa, Oct, 16—The government old 
age annuities scheme will come into ef- 
fect next month. Already there have 
been many applications and the success 
of the scheme is assured. Up to the 
present time, 8. T. Bastedo, head of the 
annuities branch, has been engaged with 
the large amount of preliminary work 
reesary to enable the government to 
give effect to the act of last session. Al- 
though there has already been applica- 
tions for annuities from lawyers, doc- 
tors, clergymen, merchants, farmers, 
business men and wage-earners from 
every province in Canada, from almost 
every state ir the American Union and 
from persons living in foreign countries, 
ins government is going after the busi 
ness na most business-like fashion, 

Lecturers to Be Sent Out. 

famphlets have been printed describ- 
Rg the various plans under which the 
annuities may be purchased. They are 
to be supplied to every postmaster in 
Canada and in every post office there 
will be a notice posted inviting applica- 
tions for annuity literature, Then in 
addition, lecturers are to be sent all 
over Canada to hold public meetings and 
to address audiences explaining the an- 
nuities’ plan in detail. As a beginning, 
it is proposed to send three to Ontario, 
two or three to Queboc, two to the Mari- 
time Provinces and one to the North- 
west, 

A half dozen forms of policy have 
been designated by Mr. Bastedo to meet 
the demands and suit the financial con- 
dition of all classes of people. For all 
there are the general limitations that 
the annuities must be for not less than 
fifty or more tham six hundred dollars 
a year and the annuities cannot mature 
befor® the age of fifty-five. However, a 
man or woman can buy an annuity 
with a single payment or can make pay- 
ments of twenty-five cents a week to the 
post office savings bank or to the money 
order department of any post office in 
Canada, An annuity may be bought for 
a child, for a wife, or for any one else. 
A person of thirty or forty can make a 
lump payment to cover arrears and then 
continue at the same weekly, monthly, 
half yearly or yearly ‘rate, paying as 
though he or she had begun at the age 
of twenty . : 

Compound Interest. 

On all payment#* the government will 
allow compound interest at the rate of 
four per cent. which is one per cent. 
higher than thesavings’ bank rdte and 
a good deal more than is allowed by re- 
gular annuity companies, The man who 
buys an annuity has the guarantee of 
the government of Canada that when he 
reaches the age of fifty-five, sixty, or 
sixty-five as he elects, he will get his 
annuity until his death and if he dies 
before reaching the annuity age, all the 
money that he has paid in will be re- 
turned with three per cent. compound 
interest to his heirs, 

+ Sir Richard Cartwright, is father of 
the act and its administration is being 
well looked after by Mr. Bastedo, who 
has had tonsiderable experience in the 
annuity business.

ACADEMY OF DUMMIES. 


Methods of High Financiers in Pro- 
moting Rank. 


New York, Oct. 16—Revelations of 
“high finance’ more startling than 
any heard of since the exposure of 
the late lamented “shipyard trust” 
were made today at the third day of 
the triai o: Charles W. Morse and 
Alired H. Curtis, accused of frauds 
in connection with the Bank of North 

The testimony showed that 
the Morseian idea, so far as concerns 
the .nployment of “dummies” was 
far in advance of that of the school 
of George R, Shoron, present chair- 
man of the Republican national com- 
mittee, when the latter was engaged 
in the floating of the notorious ship- 
yard scheme. For example, whil* 
the others merely used their own 
clerks to sign notes and checks and 
‘borrow’ millions, Morse appears to 
have had a ort of ‘“‘academy’”’ for 
dummies irom which he drew men 
and boys of all sorts and ages at ‘a 
moment's notice. The alleged prin- 
cipals of this unique and interesting 
institution were Messrs. Primrose and 
Braun, rokere, who were closely as- 
sociated with Morse, and whose of- 
fices were in the same building as the 
National Bank of North America 
Whenever Morse required a dummy 
to make a note for a few hundred 
thousand dollars he merely telephoned 
upstairs and a man of 60 years, or a 
boy of 19, was supplied with neatness 
and despatch. Another interesting 
thing in conneetion with the Morse 
methods was the fact that although 
checks for hundreds of thousands cf 
dollars drawn to the order of these 
dummies, were paid by the bank, it 
Wasi never. considered necessary to 
obtain the endorsement of the dumm, 
The Primrose and Braun name, serib- 
bled across the check was ample war- 
rant apparently ior the bank’s teller 
to pay out any sum of money. 


Companies Must Pay Insurance. 


Kingston, Jamaiea, Oct, 16--The Eng- 
lish court of appeals has found that the 
fire which swept the business portion of 
Kingston in January of last year the day 
of the great earthquake, was not caused 
by the earthquake, but preceded it. In- 
surance companies will, therefore, have 
to pay several million dollars te King- 
ston policyholders. The decision is taken 
to meap that Kingston will be rebuilt. 


Typhoon Wrecks Buildings. 


Yokohama, Oct. 146--A_ report from 
Amov, China, says the typhoon yesterday 
demolished aj) buildings erected for the 
reception of officers and men of the Am- 
erican battleship fleet with the excep:

OLD BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 


Question Which Has Been Unsettted 
for 125 Years May Now be Closed. 


Marietta, O., Oct. 16The dispute 
over the boundary about Pasamaquod- 
dy Bay, Maine, which has continued 
for one hundred and twenty-four years 
wifl be settled by papers found here 
today in the Marietta college library 
The boundary dispute has remained 
open since 1784, and the state depart- 
ment at Washington, in seeking a 
settlement, called on the college of- 
fieials here for an examination of the 
recotds now known to Se among the 
archives in the library. 

All the notes and maps made at the 
time of the survey of the boundary by 
Rufus Putnem were found. It is said 
that the maps in the college cover alt 
the — points, and show that 
Pope's Folly Island belongs to the 
United States. Copies will be at once 
sent te the state department. It is 
believed that these papers and maps 
will settle the international boundary 
dispute, which has heretofore eaused 
am ‘expense of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in the attempt to reach an 
agreement.

GETTING AFTER GAMBLERS. 


District Attorney Jerome Taking Up 


Gambling Situation, 


New York, Oct, 6.—District Attor- 
ney Jerome took up thé gambling situ- 
ation in New York to-day and sub- 
poenaed to his office fifteen well 
known sporting men, some of them 
proprietors of places on the police list 
of suspected gaming houses, to ques- 
tion them regarding conditions in the 
tenderloin. So fearful of having their 
places raided were the majority of the 
district attorney’s visitors that nearly 
all of the fifteen handed over to him 
the keys of their places and.gave his 
permission to have an inspection at 
any time during the day or night. 
Among those who appeared before the 
district attorney were Honest John 
Kelley, “Lou” Loudlum and “Lou” 
Betts, men who have figured in gamb- 
ling raids in past years. They were 
represented by counsel.

PRESENT POSSIBILITIES - 
IN THE WEST ARE GREAT 


Fred W. Fields, Editor of Monetary 
Times, Contributes Second Article 
on Western Conditions and .the 
Trend of Business in this Portion 
of Canada, 


Toronto, October 16.—Under the cap- 
tion, ‘Building up the West,” | tie 
leading article in the Monetary Times 
today, one of a series being written 
by Fred W. Field, the editor of this 
financial jourfal, who recently toured 
the West, is as follows: 

‘There is another end to the burn- 
ed straw and imported onions story. 
in concerns the fight of dollars against 
coots, When a man has eyes fixed 
upon a harvest — of dollars straight 
ahead, no amount of preaching aneat 
conservation, will side-track him = to 
gather smell change, So the straw 
will continue ion years to give train- 
boxed youngsters a fiery feast; the 
United States will help feed the West 
with its gerdens’ products; and black 
dust at the coal mine’s mouth — will 
slowly and morosely burn, as if silent 
ly protesting its sacrifice at the altar 
ot waste, All these are trifles, while 
big things remain undone. The 
trifles become more important as large 
undertakings grow small under the 
fist of enterprise. 

The Present Possibilities. 

“We are still ‘pioneers,’ said a 
thoughtful banker the other day. The 
further north or west one travels, the 
more comes recognition of the remark 
Aside irom political self-helpings — te 
this country’s wealth, aside from the 
marvel of gritty old timers’ tranotor- 
mation to men of fortune, aside from 
these and other considerations, there 
are some big stakes to play for yet. 
Capital has but begun its pilgrimage 
through our Dominion. Many way- 
siders there are awaiting its footiall 
and its monetary bles-ing. “That 
man,” mentioned my guide one atter- 
noon, “made every cent of his money 
in this city—and he is not an old 
timer either.’ ‘The after-thought wa- 
a tribute to present possibilities, — It 
meant that a camp fire, nature's still 
ness, stiff limbs, hope and despa 
“ure not necessarily wherewithals for 
chiselling out and black — leading 
careers.

divines a brick is in the air, before the 
brick hits his head, is worth wateh- 
ing. None of us has got beyond th 
wisdom of emulation. Often he bles 
sal with o premature glance around 
the corner is prompt'y tagged erank 
ov amiable maniac, The fact that he 
is thinking ten, twenty or more years 
ahead, puts him in a sphere far re 
moved from the fellow whose nose op 
tnarks the end of grasp of affairs. 
But sometimes a little madness ++ 
necessary to be in reality sane, 

Take one instance, away from the 
moralizing zone. A man whose lack 
of beard was time’s fault, purchased 
a few years ago a pretty big strip «| 
real estate, It was thought — b) 
some, by most all, that for a chieken 
farm, or some such industry, the sits 
was admirable, But a railroad later 
decided it was adapted exaetly 
yailroad requirements, So it changed 
hands, with the result that one pair 
fixts, which had been big enough tt 
hold the basie thousand dollars, clut- 
ched a pocket book padded with thou 
sands multiplied, Having once be- 
gun, a careful man may continue with 
little hazard, — Up to the present, thy 
money has got ts lar as founding « 
city suburb, chunks being sliced off 
occasionally, at so much each, to folky 
who wished, and wishing, stopped 
there until too late. 

The Art of Investment. 

The art of investment knows a mas- 
ter, but cares little as to nationality 
This makes the more interesting — the 
cosmopolitan crowd seeking to ure 
practically pereentage tables, Th 
other day I saw a Japanese — waite:

On Saskatchewan's rich prairie land 
was observed a Scotch family hard at 
work, Maybe they were not of Bri- 
tain’s north country.

keen wittedness, of investment, 
A Maple Creek Picture.
